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II. DISCUSSION 

A. Emiropeaini Patent Reference No. 0 166 285 

Based solely on the drawings and the attached English language Abstract, the '285 
patent reference is pertinent because it appears to disclose an automatic closing 
mechanism for a door that uses a damping piston-and-cylinder unit. It is believed that 
U.S. Patent No. 4,660,250 corresponds to the '285 patent reference. 

The '285 patent reference was cited as a Y-type reference in a Search Report in 
corresponding PCT Patent Application No. PCT/SE00/00836. A Y-type reference is 
pertinent to patentability when combined with one or more Y-type references.
